Indications That This Will be the Ticket 
Nominated. 

Suicaco, June 20.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Democratic Presiden- 
tial ticket for 1892 will be Cleveland 
and Gray, or at least such is the general 
impression among leading men of all 
factions at midnight. The programme 
as generally understood around Cleve- 


L. Wilson of West Virginia -would be 
permanent chairman of the convention 
and that no fight will be made in the 
convention on the temporary chairman- 
ship. Gov. Abbett of New Jersey, it is 
believed, is selected to make the nomi- 
tion speech for Cleveland. 

The above result is believed to have 
been brought about by the enforcement 
of the unit rule in Illinois, Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and Missouri. The Cleve- 
land victory, it must also be admitted, 
is in large measure due to the firm 
stand on behalf of the ex-President 
by Senator Palmer of Illinois and ex- 
Gov. Campbell of Ohio. 

The anti-Cleveland people won their 
first victory of the convention today. 
W. C. Owens, delegate-at-large from 
Kentucky, has been selected by the Na- 
tional Committee as temporary chair- 
man of the convention. The victory, 
however, extends only to the member- 


‘| ship of the National Committee, and it 


is insisted by the Cleveland people to 
be no indication of the relative strength 
of the Cleveland and seid 
factions among the delegations.

GROVER WILL GET THERE, 


Many ofthe Hill Men Ready to Throw Up 
the Sponge. 

Cuicaco, June 20.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] It is understood an at- 
tempt is being made tonight to recon- 
cile the troubles within the Demo- 
cratic party in New York. The nom- 
ination of Cleveland is conceded and it 
is said members of both factions in New 
York urged Senator Hill to withdraw 
his name and that the vote of New 
York be given to Cleveland and the 
nomination made practically by accla- 
mation. 

Efforts to break the backbone of. the 
Cleveland movement by removing some 
of its vertebre in the South have met 
with poor success, and the strongest

An examination of the sample fruit: dis- 
tributed by the canvassers . accordingly 
shows, in the liquid around the fruit, one- 
third of 1 per cent. of salicylic acid; which 
of course is well known to preserve fruit, 
as well as other vegetable and animal 
matter,-but it is better adapted to. the 
preparation of show specimens.than to. 
serve for human consumption. ~ Donbfl 
there are persons who-may for’some ‘time 
take such doses of the well-known preserva- 
tive with impunity; there are others’ with. 
whom its use wouldin ashort time créate 
very serious disorders of the digestion; 
and there are those whose digestion is 
stopped, point blank, whee such ‘‘pre- 
serves’’ are eaten. 

Any one is at liberty to take his choice as 
to which of the above classes he considers 
himself as belonging, and may take his dose 
of medicine with his dessert if he chooses. 
But should any one desire to do soit is 
quite unnecessary for him to pay the *‘Ohio

THE ALAMEDA STREET NUISANCE. 

Councilman McGarry then moved that 
the Chief of Police be instructed to 
close up all the houses of ill-repute on 
Alameda street, 

President Bonsall suggested that the 
matter be referred to the Board of Po- 
lice ‘Commissioners; but Councilman 
McGarry said that that was not the 
proper disposition to make of this mat- 
ter. The Council should put itself on. 
record as disposed to oust these people 
off the streets throtgh which the rall- 
roads brought people into the city. It 
was not the province of the Council to 
say where they should go, but it was its 
duty to close them up, and not allow 
themto r@main ahi ‘eye-sore tothe 
visit the city. 

Councilman Nickell. said that he was 
not ready to yote on any such motion 
as that made by the gentleman from 
the Seventh Ward, as he did not. be- 
lieve it to be proper for the Council to 
issue any orders to the Chicf of Police, 
he being under the direction of the 
Board of Police Commissioners  ap- 
pointed for the ‘purpose of supervising 
that department. He suggested, there- 
fore, that Councilman McGarry amend 
-his resolution, 

Councilman Summerland expresse 
his regret that this blot upon the face 
of nature was in his ward and-admiited 
that it was an eyesore, but contended 
that the unfortunates were a necessary 
evil and that some place should be des- 
ignated for them, as in other cities. 

e was willing to goon record as in 
favor of ousting them off Alameda 
street, however, asthat was not the 
proper place for them. 

Councilman Rhodes was opposed to 
driving the people out,.of the ‘‘cribs’’ 
without designating a place for them, 
as the experiment had beentried by a 
former Chief of Police with disastrous 
effect, the Main and Spring street 
lodging-houses. eing immediately 
turned into houses of prostitution, and 
the women being completely beyond 
the reach of police supervision. To 
drive them off Alameda street and scat- 
ter them ali over the city was, in his 
opinion, entirely wrong, and the peo- 

‘who are doing the kicking now 
would be the first to upbraid the 
Council for its short-sightedness after 
‘the evil was done. 

Councilman McGarry suggested that 
perhaps if driven of Alameda street 
the women would go to San Francisco 
and leave the city altogether. 

Councilman Rees said he believed.the 
law said that there shall be no houses 
of ill-fame, and the Council could not 
therefore tacitly acknowledge the evil 
by designating a place for these crea- 
tures without doing an illegal act. He, 
therefore, suggested as an amendment 
to Councilman McGarry’s motion that 
the Chief of Police be directed to close 
up all such places, in whatever quarter 
of the city they may be. . 
Councilman Nickell retorted that he 
knew of no city'that recognized the 
legality of this evil, nor did he desire 
to do so, but it was impossible to eradi- 
cate it, and the main idea was to stop 
this ‘‘crib business,’? which was a dis- 
grace to the city.

In regard to the petitions of Mr. Crank, 
ag reteiver of the Pacific Railway Company, 
in regard to the work of paving Ninth 
street between Spring and Broadway and 
Pearl streets between Sixth and Pico, I find 
that the notice in the matter of the paving 
on Ninth street was served on the company 
on the 13th of May, and the request as to 
the paving on that street was filed within 
the time fixed by law, and isin form simi- 
lar to the one which the company served in 
regard to the paving of Figueroa street, 
and is equally ambiguous and uninteiligi- 
ble; but as there are no complications on 
Ninth street in regard to the surrendering 


of franchises as there was upon l"igueroa’ 


street, I advise that an effort be made to as- 
certain whether or not the portion of Ninth 
required to be paved by this company can 
be paved under the provisiong of the Bond 
Act. The request served by the company 
in regard to paving on Pearl street was 
also filed in time, and is more definite in 
regard totheir wishes in the matter, and I 
theretore recommend that the same action 
be taken upon that street. 

Referred to Board of Public Works. 

You have instructed me to report what 
steps are necessary to condemn and secure 
for tife city the Werks and franchise of the 
Citizens’ Water Cémpany, and to furnish 
the Council with such other information as 
I may deem essenffMl on the subject. In 
case the city desires to condemn the works 
of this company it will first be necessary to 
have an accurate description of all its prop- 
erty, real and personal, and an action can 
then be brought to condemn the same for 
the use of the city.) I cannot imagine why 
the city should condemn: the property of 
‘this company. lt is a notorious fact tiat 
the works of this company are wholly in- 
suMcient to supply the present needs of the 
people that are now dependent upon it for 
water. The main supply pipe, nearly five 
miles long, is only thirteen inches in diame- 
ter, constructed of No. 14 sheet iron, which 
is about rusted ont, and that a large pro- 
portion of its water mains are only two 
inches in diameter, and the pumping works 
are wholly inadequate for the purpose fcr 
which they were constructed. It is also 
necessary to draw a large supply of water 
from the pipes of the City Water Company 
in order to furnish its present inadequate 
supply toits customers. Inthe eventthe city 
should acquire these works they would be 
of little or no value toit. It could not con- 
demin merely those parts of the works 
which it might desire, but would have to 
take the plantas a whole and would-neces. 
sarily have to pay for a lotof property 


WHICH it could: never-ee 


You have instructed the engineer to per- 
fect'a plan for headworks for a 


system of water works to be owned and : 


controlled by the city, which plan includes 
a reservoir and dam upon tbe reservoir 
site owned by the city and situated insJvan- 
hoe, with a forty-eight-inch supply pipe 
from the river to the reservoir. and mains 
leading from the reservoir to djfferent por- 
tions of the city and from twenty to thirty 
inches in diameter. In order to give fire 
protection and to furnish an adequate sup- 
ply of water tothe hil district nearly all 
of the present mains of the Citizen's Water 
Company would have to be replaced by 
pipes of a much larger size; and, in view of 
the fact that you have instructed me to 
draw an ordinance calling an election to

While with .Gen. Sherman—at—the- 
Fifth Avenue Hotel in New York city in 
October, 1887, the subject of the pro- 
posed terms of surrender of Joseph E. 
Johnson's army was introduced, and I 
called his attention to a conversation 
we had had in regard to that matter at 
St. Louis soon after its occurrence, in 
which he had made a more complete 
statement than that contained in his 
memoirs, or than ] had ever seen pub- 
lished, and of which conversation I had 
made and retained quite full notes. He 
said the facts and conversation were as 
1 had stated, but that when he wrote 
his memoirs some points had slipped his 
memory and some he was a little in 
doubt about. lasked his wishes in re- 
gard to my preparing a statement that 
might be used for publication. He said 


as the matter was at rest better let it 


remain so, but should it be reopened he 
would be pleased to have me do so, 
The recent discussion of that event 
seems to justify referring to the St. 
Louis statement. 

The brigade which Icommanded for 
over two years constituted a portion ot 
Gen, Sherman’s command, but the exi- 
gencies of the service kept us guarding 
railroads and fighting Forrest in Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi, so we were not 
able to join Sherman in the march to 
the sea, although orders were twice is- 
sued to that effect, but events occurred 
requiring their change or revocation 
before they could be executed. 

Soon after issuing his farewell order 
to his army May 30, 1865, Gen. Sher- 
man started for St. Louis, and tele- 
graphed me at Memphis to meet him at 
the Lindell House, which I did. After 
telling about losing his favorite mare 
Dolly, which I had presented him, when 
he lost his two horses at Shiioh, and 
asking about our various fights with 
Forrest at Guntown, Ripley, Pontotoc, 


* Tupelo, Harrisonburgh, etc., and in- 


quiring particularly about the colored 
regiments that I had taken charge of, 
organizing principally at hissuggestion, 
he at once introduced the subjéct of the 
Joe Johnson surrender and his treatment 
by Halleck and Stanton, especially the. 


~ latter, and told of his refusal to take 


Stanton’s hand when offered to him on 
the grand reviewing stand at Washing- 
ton on May 24. “i 


We wee together sotme three or four 


and his-mind seemed continually 


occupied .with that event. He stated » 
some facts and gave some reasons for 
his course that seemed quite important 
and that 1 have never seen published, 
one. being that in his interview with 
President Lincoln, on the steamer 
River Queen, at City Point on the 27th 
and 28th of March, the. Ptesident had 
remarked that the financial question 
was now of paramount importance, and, 
if possible, it was very desirable to get 
the men composing the Confederate 
Armies back on their plantations in 
time to raise a crop of cotton that year, 
the export of which would be of great 
financial benefit to the country; that 
Mr. Lincoln repeatedly. deplored the 
shedding of any more blood and ex- 
pressed an inclination to’ make any 


reasonable concession to avoid another 


great ~battle; that Mr. Lincoln dis- 
tinctly authorized him to assure Gov. 
Vance and the people of North Caro- 
lina that as soon as the rebel armies 
laid down their arms and resumed their 
civil pursuits they would at once be 
guaranteed all their rights as citizens 
of a common country, and that, toavoid 
anarchy, the State governments then 
existing with their civil functions 
would be recognized by him as the gov- 
ernments de facto until Congress could 

rovide others; that in this matter he 

ad been charged with assuming to in- 
terfere with civil matters beyond his 
jurisdiction, when he was, in fact, vir- 
tually carrying out the specifié instruc- 
tions of President Lincoln. <A portion 
of this matter appears in Gen. Sher- 


man’s Memoirs, but not so fully as he |. 


stated tome. 

Iu answer to my inquiry why he did 
not publish a full statement of the Lin- 
coln interview an@ instructions, he said 


' that if he did he was apprehensive that

he woyld be accused of attempting to 
shirk fhe responsibility and throw it 


and that Logan, Blair and Mower ad- 
vised their atceptance without sending 
to Washington for approval. Admiral 
D. D. Porter, who was present at the 
interview between President Lincoln 
aad Gens. Grant and Sherman, pre- 
pared a statement and_sentit to Gen. 
in whigh -he 
Says in part: 
The interview between-the two Gen- 
erals and the President’ lasted about - 
an hour and a half, and as it wasa re- 
markable one I jotted down whatlI_ re- 
membered of the conversation, as I have 
made apractice of doing when any- 
thing of interest occurred. I don't re- 
gret having done so, as circumstances 
afterward occurred,. (Stanton’s  ill- 
conduct toward Sherman) which tended 
to cast odium on Gen. Sherman for al- 
lowing such liberal terms to Joseph 
Johnston. Could the conversation that 
occurred on board the Queen between 
tween the President and Gen. Sherman 
have been known, Sherman would not 
and could not have been censured. : 
Mr. Lincoln, had he lived, would have 
acquitted the General of any blame, for 
he was only carrying out the President's 


The conversation between the’ Presi. 
dent and Gen. Sherman about the terms 
of surrender to be allowed Joseph John- 
son continued, Sherman energetically 
‘insisting that he could command his own 

terms, and that Johnson would have to 
yield to his demands, but the President 
was very decided about the matter and 
insisted that the surrender of Johnson's 
army must. be obtained on anv terms. 

Gen. Grant was of the same opinion 
and did not want Johnson driven into 
Richmond to reinforce ‘Lee in the 
strong rebel fortifications. 

Sherman, as a subordinate officer, 
yielded his. views to those of the Presi- 
dent, andthe terms of capitulation be- 
tween himself and Johnson were ex- 
actly in accordance with Mr. Lincoln's 
wishes, Mr. Lincoln did in fact arrange 
the so-called liberal terms offered Gen. 
Joseph Johnson. 

Had Mr. Lincoln lived Secretary Stan- 
ton would have issued no false telegraph 
dichaiches in the hope.of killing off an- 
othér- general in the regular army—one 

who by his success had placed himself

clusion Admiral Porter says: I again

Gen. Shérman stated the same as Ad- 
miral Porter does that in the proposed 
terms of Johnson's surrender hé consid- 
ered that he was carrying out President 
Lincoln's views rather than his own. 
Also.that as it was past the middle of 
April the Confederate soldiers could 
kept inthe field and get 
ome in time # ralse a crop of cotton 
that season, and if they could not re- 
turn in time to plant a crop that season, 
with their financial ruin and destroyed 
industries they would be more likely in 
their idleness and diséontent to resort 
to guerrilla warfare and lawless pur- 
suits. : 
That the proposition to embrace all 
the Contederate armies included Dick 


‘Taylor's and Kirby Smith’s,-and virtu- 


ally at once end the war and return the 
soldiers to their lfomes and industrial 
pursuits accorded précisely with Mr. 
Lincoln's earnastly expressed wishes. 

On page 353, Vol. Il, of Gen. Sher- 
man’s Memoirs he Says: 

While we were in consultation a messen- 
ger came with a package of papers, which 
Gen. Johnson said were from Mr. ‘Reagan, 
Postmaster-General. He and Breckinridge 


‘looked them over, and aftersome 6gide-con- 


versation he handed one of the papers to 
me. lt wasin Reagan‘’s handwriting and 
began with along preamble d terms so 
general and verbose that I @aid they were 
inadmissible. 

Then, recalling the conversation of Mr. 
Lincoln, at City Point, I sat down at the 
table and wrote out the terms, which I 
thought concisely expressed his views and 


wishes, and explained that I was willing to 


subinit these terms to the new President, 
Mr. Johnson, provided that both armies 
should remain in $tatu quo until thé truce 
therein deglared should expire... I-had full 
faith that Gen. Johnson would religiously 
respect the truce, which he did, and that I 
would be the gainer, for in the few days it 
wonld take to send papers to Washington 
and receive an answer I.could finish the 
railway andbe the better prepared fora 
long chase 


Neither Mr. Breékinridge nor Gen. John- 
son wrote one word of that paper. I Wrote 
it myself, and announced it as the best I 
could do, and they yeadily assented. © 
. The foregoing statement seems to 
pretty effectually refute the charge 
made at the time that Sherman had al- 
lowed Breckinridge to dictate the’pro- 
posed terms for the surrender of John- 
son’s army. Could Gen, Sherman have 
foreseen the rejection of, his. proposed 
terms his course. seems justified for 
strategic reasons aloue.: As Gesertions 
were very frequent in Johnson’s army, 
they were very short of supplies with 
no source to drawfrom. In fact his 
army was falling®to pieces, with the 
cavalry forces of Sheridan, Stoneman 
and Wilson closing down on them so 
the last avenue of escape must soon be 
closed, while Gen. Sherman was gain- 
ing recruits and absentees and getting 
up supplies so that a few days delay. 
must inure to his advantage. | 

On page 354, Vol. 11 of Memoirs, in 
speaking of the proposed terms of sur- 
render, Gen. Shgrman says: 

On their face they recited that I bad no 
authority to make final.terms, involving 
civil or political questions, but that I sub- 
mitted them toe the proper quarters in 
Washington for their attion, and the let- 


ters fully explained that the military situ- | 


ation was sach that the delay was an ad- 
vantage tous. Icared little whether they 
were approved, modified or disapproved in 
toto. lonly wanted {nstructions. 

Twenty-seven years @f deliberate 
consideration seems to justify the con- 
clusion that Gen. Sherman transcended 
no authority and made no mistake in 
the proposed terms for the surrender of 
Joseph Johnson’s army. If a’ mistake 
was made it was fh their rejection, as 
the terms accorded to the aggregate of 
the Confederate forces were no worse 
for them or more advantageous to the 
Government, and in some cases in the 
Southwest they were treated with a 
greater degree of liberality in being 
allowed to retain property and Confed- 
erate animals, such as artillery. horses 
and train mules. | 


The war was pro onged thirty-eight 


days, counting to the date of surrender 


of Kirby Smith’s army, at an average 
cost of $2,000,000 per day, and the 
loss to the country by reason of the de- 
tention of the men in both armies until 
it was toolate to get home and plant 
crops for that season must have been 
fully ten times as much. 

Gen. Grant pronounced the treatment 
of Gen. Sherman by Stanton and -Hal- 
leck an outrage. 

The charge that Gen. Sherman was 
influenced by Confederate gold and the_ 
insinuations that he was a traitor and a 
public enemy would disgrace the. most 
vicious wretch who ever wore a ball 
and chain.

Iwas cured of playing poker by an 
incident the like of which I have never 
heard of,’’ said a business man to a Star 
writer. 

“It was just abouteighteen years ago. 
I was passionately addicted to the game 
spending all my spare 
time and more, too, in pursuing its vary- 
ing chances, The vice gets a wonder- 
ful hold upon a man, so. that I have 
known more than one good fellow ‘who 
became so devoted to it as to be unable 
to get enjoyment out of anything else. 
Business and all other employments 
were neglected for the fascinating oc- 
cupation of sitting bebind five cards. 

“That itis pretty much the way it 
was the with me. I was employed ina 
commercial establishment, occupying 
a position of some responsibility, but 
during the day my mind was constantly 
taking flight from my work, and [I al- 
ways felt a feverish longing for the 
hour, 8 in the evening, when play reg- 
ularly began ina club to which I be- 
longed. The organization, though nom- 
inally for social purposes, had no other 
object than poker. though the members 
of it were men of excellent social 
standing.

SOAPING GEYSERS. 


Playing Tricks on Them to Make Them 
Spout Between Periods. 
(New York Sun.], 
Tourists in the Yellowstone National 
Park got into the habit some years ago | 
of soaping the geysers to make them" 
spout, and the park authorities were 


compelled to enforce the _ rule 
against throwing objects of any 
kind into the springs because 
some of them had been perman- 


ently injured by such treatment. The 
discovered by a Chinese laundryman in 
the Upper Geyser Basin in the summer 
of 1885. One day he threw some soap 
into the hot spring from which he was 
‘accustomed to draw ‘water, and, 
greatly to his surprise, he produced an 
eruption resembling that of a true gey- 
er. Tourists who had come long dis- 
ces to see the eruptions began to 
experiment on the larger : geysers with 
some success. They found that they 
could coax the unwilling geysers to per-. 
form, and if the practice had been con- 
tinued it is probable that the geysers 
would long before now. have lost much. 
of their spectacular value. 

Mr. Arnold Hague investigated the 
curious phenomenon. 
expetiments on the action of the soap 
in stimulating the eruptions of geysers, 
he found that some were much more 
susceptible to the treatment than oth- 
ers. He found that many of the hot 
springs and perers were quiet even 
when the surface temperature of the 
water was above the boiling point for 
that altitude. <Any disturbance, there- 
fore, was likely to cause the ebullition 
to begin, ‘as the water was in a state of 
of unstable equilibrium. If soap ot con- 
centrated lye was added, a vicious fluid 
was. produced which ‘seemed to cause 
the retention of steam; and in the case 
of superheated waters, when the tem- 
perature stands above the natural boiling 
ins point explosive liberation must fol- 

ow. 

Henry M. Cadell, the English geolo- 
gist who visited the Yellowstone Park 
last year and gave some attention to 
the soaping of geysers, says that the 
famous Old Faithful geyser seems to be 
proof against such undignified treat- 
ment; bat some of its more fitful and 
fickle brethren that have eruptions at 
uncertain intervals pay more attention 
to the. artful dodge to set them in ac- 
tion. Among these is the Beehive, 
which has no fixed period,: but ‘is sus- 
ceptible to the action of soap, In gen- 
eral, however, it seems doubtful 
whether much reliancecan be placed on 
that methed of producing eruptions. 

In a paper on soaping geysers, which 
Mr. Hague read before a scientific so- 
ciety awhile ago, he said: ‘‘Outside of 
a few exceptional instances, which 
could not be repeated, and imwhich 
action was anticipated by only a few 
minutes in time, gevser eruptions pro- 
duced by soap or alkalai appear to de- 
mand two essential requirements: 
First, the surface caldron, or reservoir, 
should hold buta small amount or water, 
exposing only a limited area to the at- 
mosphere; second, the water should 
stand at or above the boiling point of 
water for the latitude of the geyser 
above sea level.’ 

In the Corn Field, 
[American Cultivator.] 
The damage done in the corn field by 


the country amount to quite a little, 
and I have seen nota few fields half 
destroyed by these pests. Scarecrows 
and traps may answer in some cases, 
but the majority of birds soon get ac- 
customed to th2m. They pull up the 
young corn when it is sprouting, gener- 
ally inlonely places along woods and 
swamps. So troublesome are these 
birds along the seacoast that a good 
stand of field corn is almost impossible, 
unless the fields are watched by men 
and boys with guns. Not less trouble- 
some are the mice and other. rodents 


which burrow from one hill to another | —. 


to get the corn. 

One effectual way of preventing this 
is the old-fashioned way adopted bv our 
forefathers of coating the corn ‘with | 
“The corn should be warmed 
in hot water before it is rolledin the 
tar. After thisthe grains should be 
rolled in fertilizer of some kind to 
hasten its germination, thick coat- 
ing of tar is not necessary, forthe smell 
of “the substance generally repels both 
rodents and birds. Neither one. will 
bother the corn When it is thus coated, 
and a good stand can be obtained.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT PRODUCTS. 


Valuable Information About the State. 
Leading Industry. 

The New York Tritune of June 1 pub- 
lishes an interesting interview with E. 
L. Goodsell, the fruit auctioneer, who 
has just returned East after a four 
month’s stay on this Coast. He pre- 
dicts that fully 20,000,000 pounds of 
California fruit will be sent to New 
York this year to be sold. 

Mr. Goodsell collected:much valuable 
information about the fruit industry 
arise the months he was in the Golden 

tate, and he has figures that show that 
the fruit production of California 
amounts to $35,000,000 more than the 
production of gold; $15,000,000 being 
the amount of the gold output, while 
the fruits amount to $50,000,000 an- 
nually. _Here is what Mr. Goodsell says 
about California and the fruit industry: ’ 

‘Land in 1849 that was used only to 
dig gold ovt of is now growing wheat 
and fruit that each year sells for $100,- 
000,000—the value of each product be- 
ing equally divided. Beside this, Spain, 
France and Turkey formerly. supplied 
America with the 110,000,000: pounds 
of raisins and prunes that are annually 
consumed...-These fruits are now grown 
so extensively in the Golden State. and 
are so popular by reason of their supe- 
riority of favor and quality that the 
foreign products are nearly driven out 


the fact that where California produced 
and shipped in 1891 27,000,000 pounds” 
of prunes and 52,000,000 pounds of 
raisins, there only imported 
9,000,000 pounds of prunes and 18,- 
000,000 pounds of raisins, as against 
the previous year’s importation of 61,- 
000,000 pounds of prunes and 44,000.,- 
000 pounds of raisins, showing a joint 
falling off of 78,000,000 pounds of both 
kinds of fruits in one year. 

‘ft is safe tosay in three years the 
production in California will be enough 
to supply America and preclude impor-: 
tations altogether. Peaches, pears, 
plums, cherries, apricots and grapes 
are also grown, of the finest flavor and 
appearance. Formerly it was claimed 
that some of these varieties were taste- 
less. The art of cultivation has been 
brought to such perfection, however, 
that both these desirable qualities are 
now conceded to the Pacific Coast prod- | 
ucts. The finest prune produced in 
the world is grown on the ranch of a 
retired army surgeon. This man util- 
ized his knowledge of organic chemis- 
try in the curing of this fruit and en- 
riching the soil to the song of anincome 
of $40,000 a year from property that 
he gave $5000 for twelve years ago. 

“A comprehensive view of the great- 


ness of the ‘tree-fruit’ industry can be} 


had from the statement that there are 
nearly 14,000,000 trees planted in 
California, all of the varieties named. 
Whenthese are all in bearing fully 
1,000,000,000 pounds of fruit will 
have to be marketed. 

‘Last vear fourteen days was the 
average time in transit, and the reduc- 
ing of the time to seven davs makes the 
probability of fruit landing here. in 
perfect condition unquestioned. In 
this event $500,000 can be saved to 
the growers yeartyfrom what has-been 
significant, 
too, that in California any fruit pro- 
duced anywhere can be grown in its 
perfection on the’ Pacific Coast, and 
that not one-third of the available 
fruit land is now under cultivation. 
Therefore, When we read that in 1891 
there were shipped out of the State 
852,000,000 pounds of fruit of various 
kinds, 12,000,000 gallons of wine and 
brandy; 1,500,000 boxes of oranges, 
there is not only material for consum p- 
tion but also for retiection as to. 
where itzwill goin the future. Active 
minds are ta king up the question, and 
England has been made an outlet pos- 
sible for green fruit already by placing 
refrigerating boxes on board fast steam- 
ers, an experiment that has been re- 

centiy tried with consiacrable success. 
Dried fruits are alreadt favorably 
known and disposed of there. The 
process of shipping fruit in a green 
3tate has necessarly been reduced to a 
science in order to get it here in mar- 
‘Kketable shape. Picked from the tree it 
is packed. in neat boxes, often each fruit

California is now only produc- 
ing one-tenth of this quantity, but will 
in a few years be able to compete for 
public favor, and unquestionably will 
drive the imported article from the 
marketinashorttime, There are now 
7,000,000 olive trees in cultivation 
and bearing. we 


A- LONDON FOG. 


Facts About the Muddy Atmosphere in thé | 


Great City, 
_ [Contemporary Review.) 

It is not necessary to describe the 
misery of a London fog to any one who 
has been compelled to reside in the me- 
trepolis during a few daysof its prev- 
lence. The painful tert ation of the 
eyes, the choking sensationin the chest, 
together with a: general depression of 
spirits and other ailments, are the 
lesser sufferings that the few who are 
exposed to it escape. But it is not yet 
realized what an amount of serious ill- 
ness or many deaths one week of Lon- 
don fog ecauses. It may be accepted 
that évery ten days of this terrible visi- 
tation kills 250U people, and if we cal- 
culate nine serious cases of illness to 
each death, we have 25,000 people laid 
upon beds of sickness. 

To a certain extent the cold that al- 
ways prevails during these dense fogs 
may be credited with a portion of this 
sickness, but not to any great -extent, 
as neither fog nor cqld in country, 
places produces any such change in the 
death rate. -There can be little doubt 
that the extreme discomfort, as well as 
the deadliness of the London fog, arises 
from the poisonous gases with which 
the damp air gets saturated, and in- 
creasingly so the longer the fog lasts. 
The smoke, which gives the fog its yel- 
low appearance and is so dirty and un- 
pleasant, is not injurious, being only 
carbon; probably indeed, it prevents 
the poisonous gases from doing more 
harm. 

The fog, itis needless to say, is caused 
by atmospheric conditions which keep 
the lower stratum of the air compara- 
tively stationary and prevent smoke. 
from rising, as it ordinarily does even 
when there is no-wind tomove it. Con- 


sequently the air in our streets remains | 


to a great extent unchanged during the 
no 
means remainsinthe same state, for 
the gas generated in the 2500 miles of 
sewers is rising through the girds and 
mixing with the air, which is also being | 
corrupted by the emanations from the 
millions of men and animals that live in 
the metropolis. It is difficult to realize 
how foul must be the condition of the 
air Londoners breathe after two or 
three days ot fog, and the wonder is, 
not that so many are sick and so many 
die, but that so few do. The poisonous 
fog so deteriorates the vigor of life 
that, in addition to its directly i injurious 
influence, it renders the system incapa- 
ble of resisting the cold. To prevent 
these fogs seems impossible; the drain- 
ins of marsh land would probably do 
something to mitigate them; the dis- 
continuance of the use of open tires or 
the general use of smokeless fuel would 


make them less unpleasant, but they | 


would remain as poisonous as ever.
